ence for this country to be on the | 


defensive in armed might. And 
Khrushchev is, in a sense, living 
it up. As an army man said, 
“They've got the draw on us. 
And now they are saying, ‘Hands 
up” on the Middle East and Ger- 
many. 

They have the draw all right, 
but it is, for the time being, only 
in theory. No one believes the 
Russians have the  intercon- 
tinental ballistic missile in pro- 
duction. But they are in the 
process of it. And within a few 
years, two or three, they will 
have enough of them to be in 


) 


business, if they choose. 


Old Error 


None ought to underestimate 
them. And, very likely we won't | 
do so again. That has been the 
old error. Communism is our 
enemy. It does aim at world 
conquest. It does regard the 
United States as the one power 
in the way of that program. 
That is why we ought not to be 
confused about communism. But 
we are. We have to put up with 
the idiocy of our extremists who 
try to smear anyone with com- 
munism who isn’t of the same 
fanatic mind as they. They can 
be rather depraved about it. We 
can pretty well leave our domes- 
tic problem of local commies to 
the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, which knows who they are 
and where they are. 


Our job, as a people, is not to 
allow hate groups to divide us or 
distract us from our purpose. 
Communism is the enemy. Also 
we will have to keep on paying 
taxes. We will almost certainly | 
have to lift the legal limit of 
the national debt. 


These things don’t make us| 
happy and they do not add to 
the economic health of the coun- 
try. But we are, and have been, 
at war with the Communists. We 
have done rather well with - it, 
too. We stopped them in Korea 
and saved much of Asia. We have 
managed to keep the Middle East 
from falling into their hands, al- 
though, to be sure, the balance is 
precarious. And the price is not 
cheap. | 


So, as we look ahead we know 
that taxes will remain high and 
that government spending will 
certainly be no lower, and maybe 
will go higher. The Congress is 
going to investigate why we were 
defeated in the missile competi- 
tion. That will be helpful, if the 
Congress will be perfectly honest 
with us. 


For Economy 


In 1957 we all but stopped our 
missile program for the sake of 
economy. We had a five-year 
hiatus. When we resumed we did 
a wasteful job of duplication. 
There was too much interservice 
rivalry. As a result the Russians, 
who worked steadily on, produced 
a missile which was powerful 
enough to lift the artificial moon 
up into outer space at such speed 
that it can.offset the meager pull 
of gravity and continue awe- 
somely on its orbit. 

It is the missile which hoisted 
the moon which worries us... 
not the “Sputnik” itself. The gun 
is cocked against us now. The 
Russians can deliver that missile 
on our cities. 

But we also can hit back. 

So, the Russians are not going 
to attack. Nikita Khrushchev as 
much as said so. He abused us 
for our policy in the Middle East, 
in Germany and for our establish- 
ment of Ewropean bases. It is 
these bases, with their supersonic 
aircraft and nuclear weapons 
which make Russia talk about 
‘agreements for control of missiles 
and moons rather than war. We 
still have the most power. But we 
won't have when the Soviets get 
a stockpile of ICBM weapons. 


Meanwhile, American prestige 
is at its lowest ebb in this gen 
eration. The Russian scientific 
success aud the Little Rock story 
have combined to hurt us badly 
in all of Europe and Asia. We 
have a job to do. And we can 
do it. But we can’t do it unless 


we face up to the moral and 
financial facts of life.

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Khrushchev Presses 
Reds’ Big Victory 


What so many people feared could hap- 
pen has happened. 

In spite of retiring Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson’s reassurances that it can- 
not be so, the evidence mounts that the 
Soviets do indeed have the ICBM. 

It seems incredible that in such a short 
time the Soviet Union could be in a posi- 
tion to threaten destruction of every 
country, including the United States, 
which refuses to bow to the will of Mos- 
cow. 

How else can Khrushchev’s interview 
in the New York Times and with the press 
services Monday be interpreted? It fol- 
lowed the triumphant launching of the 
earth satellite, explosion of a new super- 
hydrogen bomb and Russia’s claims that 
it has the intercontinental ballistic missile. 

All these announcements came within 
a period of a few days. They were used 
to build up with frightening impact the 
exact propaganda point which Khrushchev 
now has driven home. That point is plain. 
The Soviet Union is ahead of the United 
States in developing missiles, is prepared 
to use them and will reach agreement on 
missile control and disarmament in gen- 
eral only on Russian terms. 

As in the past, Khrushchev followed 
the same line. The United States is re- 
sponsible for the tensions dividing the 
world. The United States is the nation 
which refuses to agree to disarmament 
terms. The United States is the country 
which is responsible for troubles in the 
Middle East and elsewhere. 

His proposals to put missiles and the 
earth satellite under international control 
as well as his offer to “disband” all the 
Soviet Union’s armies are obvious propa- 
ganda. He does not spell out his propo- 
sitions. In the past, including the recent 
London conference, Russia’s concrete pro- 
posals have been such that to accept them 
would be an invitation to suicide. 

So where are we? The Pentagon and 
the administration already are rational- 
izing and trying to explain away the Rus- 
sian advantage. It cannot be rationalized 
and cannot be explained away. But if 
Washington has made up its mind to throw 
in the towel and in the name of sweet 
patience surrender the world to commu- 
nism, Khrushchev is willing. 

The Russians now have the power to 
blackmail and coerce the world. Obvi- 
ously we cannot counter it now nor is 
there any indication of how soon we 
may be able to do so. Our preventive 
power becomes less even granting that 
in the immediate future the Russian 
threat is more bluff than actual ability to 
destroy us. We are reaping the rewards 
of apathy and the calculated risk. 

Unless this country is willing to make 
an all-out effort to match the Soviet 
Union’s scientific progress, war is inevi- 
table. In such an event, most of the hu- 
man race would be doomed. So would the 
Republic of the United States.

Gasoline War Sparks 


Controversy in Georgia 


The gasoline price war raging in vari- 
ous parts of the state has ignited torrid 
complaints while inspiring praise. 

Nineteen Hawkinsville service stations 
were planning to close last night “until 
distributors’ wholesale gas prices come 
down.” The Hawkinsville operators claim 
stations in nearby towns are selling gas 
as much as 3.6 cents per gallon cheaper. 


Eight Sparta stations recently closed 
for 10 days in a similar protest. Upon 
their reopening, prices were reported low- 
er by an average of four cents per gallon. 


City commissioners of Griffin have 
adopted a resolution charging unwarrant- 
ed price discrimination, declaring that 
gasoline is 5.3 cents per gallon higher 
there than in neighboring areas. 


Agriculture Commissioner Phil Camp- 
bell has complained that new price cuts 
are not being passed on to farmers who 
buy gasoline at tank car prices. 

Motorists in the price-battle areas, 
however, are happy. And it’s high time 
the consumer got a break somewhere 
along the line from the squeeze of infla- 
tion. 


While sympathetic to the problems 
the spreading war has caused various 
segments of the petroleum industry, we 
think it healthy for the system of free 
enterprise—and the purchasers’ pocket- 
book. This kind of war should be extend- 
ed to other commodities.

Yet 
no Negro student, no matter how 
gifted, can get a chance to learn. 

Sooner or later here in the 
South we will have to be realistic 
rather than emotional in facing 
our human problems.

WASHINGTON—Although the 
(Americans for Democratic Action) is 
anathema to most Southern lawmakers, it fre- 


ultra-liberal 


quently comes up with some interesting analyses of voting records in 
Congress. And the latest ADA study provides some facets that should 
be interesting and, perhaps, surprising to Georgians. 


This survey has taken the roll- 
call votes on key domestic and 
foreign issues and determined, by 
ADA standards, the degree to 
which senators and congressmen 
recorded liberal or conservative 
votes in the session just ended. 


As expected, it shows the South- 
erners to be more conservative 
than the national average. But 
another result of the study, which 
Dixie lawmakers will approve, re- 
veals that the ADA is losing in- 
fluence among the Democrats in 
Congress. A sharp trend toward 
conservatism among the Demo- 
crats is noted, whereas the Repub- 
licans tended ‘o vote more liber- 
ally than in former years. 

Two things about this study may 
surprise Georgians. One shows 
Sen. Herman Talmadge had a 
slightly more liberal voting record 
than did his senior colleague, Sen. 
Richard B. Russell. 

Another is that three of Geor- 
gia’s elder congressmen had more 
liberal voting records than their 
junior colleagues. 

By ADA standards Sen. Russell 
voted with the liberals only 17 
per cent of the time, whereas 
Talmadge’s liberal voting record 


colleagues, his voting record was 
by far the most liberal of the 
Georgia delegation in the House. 

The ADA figures Lanham voted 
with the liberals 56 per cent of 
the time. His senior colleagues, 
Rep. Carl Vinson of Milledgeville 
and Rep. Paul Brown of Elber- 
ton each had a record of 44 per 
cent liberal votes. Rep. Prince 
Preston of Statesboro, another 
House veteran, had a 38 per cent 
liberal record. 


Rep. J. L. Pilcher of Meigs 
recorded a 33 per cent liberal 
record, according to the ADA, 
making him pretty much of a 
middle-of-the-roader among the 
Georgians. From Pilcher the list 
drops sharply to a 12 per cent 
liberal vote for Rep. Iris Blitch of 
Homerville; 11 per cent for Rep. 


Two Georgians, Rep. James C. 
Davis of Stone Mountain and Rep. 
Jack Flynt of Griffin were record- 
ed by the ADA as having voted 
conservative all the way with 
not one liberal tally. 

The Georgia delegation in the 
House averaged a 25 per cent 
liberal voting record, which was 
about average for the South. The 
Georgians were more conserva- 
tive than their colleagues from 
Alabama, Arkansas, Florida,

the U.S.A., then that invitation 
would receive an affirmative re- 
sponse in Moscow. 

“On July 23 Dulles answered 
that he had to take counsel be- 
fore giving any explanation on 
the matter in question. On July 
24 the chief of the east European 
section of the State Department 
(Edward L. Freers), referring to 
Dulles’ statement regarding Ei- 
senhower’s pronouncements about 
the exchange of visits, said that 
after discussion on this question 
with President Eisenhower, he 
(Freers) was instructed to an- 
swer that the President’s re- 
marks had been a hypothetical 
answer to a hypothetical ques- 
tion.”’ 

The Soviet aide memoire add- 
ed that Moscow had been told 
by the State Department that, 
since ‘‘tense negotiations’ were 
going on between the United 
States and the Soviet Union in 
London, “negotiations through 
other channels would not be 
timely.” 

President Eisenhower had re- 
sponded as follows to.a report- 
er’s question on July 18 about 
whether a Zhukov-Wilson meet- 
ing would be useful: 


like to make this clear again. 
There is nothing I wouldn’t try 
experimentally in order to bring 
about better relationships as long 
as we observe this one very nec- 
essary caution, which is, that 
you must not have meetings that 
‘by their very holding give rise 
to great hopes which if unreal- 
ized create a great wave of de- 
pression. All the risks you take 
in advancing or trying to ad- 
vance are as nothing as com- 
pared to doing nothing.” 

Khrushchev, still obviously 
miffed, said yesterday, ‘“‘We eval- 
uated that press conference very 
carefully indeed. We believed 
when we heard those words that 
they sincerely wanted Zhukov, 
taking into account that it was 
important from our point of view 
for him to go. We felt that this 
would contribute to an _ wunder- 
standing. We wanted Zhukov to 
go. We have the greatest respect 
for Eisenhower. His words should 
not be used in this way.” 


This seems to be significant 
not only because it comes from 
Khrushchev but because it is ap- 


parently the representative line 
among top Soviet officials at the 


present time.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8—Lew Burdette surprised 
us Yankees the way Johnny Podres of the Dodg- 
ers did two years ago. It wasn’t a case of under- 
rating these pitchers. We just didn’t know they 
would prove to be as good as they were in the 
World Series. 

Burdette has been the difference in favor of 
fhe Braves because of his amazing control. We 
had no idea that anybody could be so consistent 
in catching strikes on low pitches. The way we 
enw it before the Series, Burdette was a smart 
pitcher, and we respected him for that, but we 
knew he didn’t have the speed to overpower any 
hitter. We thought we could wait him out on his 
low stuff, and make him come up when he got 
behind the count. 

His second game just left us gasping. He was 
even sharper than he was in his first game, and 
didn’t give us any time at all to think about 
forcing him to throw high. Whenever he did come 
up, he gave our fellows nothing to hit. It was 
strictly his pitch when he did come ‘high. 

Looking back, we expected Bob Buhl to be 
more of a factor than he has been. Buhl has 
another chance, of course, and I hope he doesn’t 
prove that I am an expert about him. 

The reason why we expected trouble from 
Buhl is because of his very good fast ball in the 
shadows at Yankee Stadium. You don’t dare trail 
fast ball pitchers at this time of year in our 
park. 

With the sharp shadow between home plate 
and the mound, it’s just as if somebody pulled 
down a curtair on the pitch when the ball enters 
the shadow. With a live fast ball coming up, you 
have almost no chance to pick up the pitch and 
time it. 

Although Burdette personally surprised us 
Yankees, he certainly proved two of the points I 
tried to make in these stories. One is that pitch-

ing is not 70 or 75 per cent of the World Series, 
but 90 per cent. The other is that the so-called 
book on hitters means very little in such a short 
Series.

Yogi Berra tells our pitchers: ‘Don’t fool 
around—give me your best pitch.” Pitching de- 


pends on the pitcher, not on the book. Every 
pitcher has to come through with his most effec- 
tive pitch in a jam, and the hitter knows what 
his best pitch is. It boils down to a test of who 
can do better, the pitcher or the hitter. 


Quite a few people have asked me why Casey 
Stengel didn’t pass certain Braves in order to set

kind of thinking has to assume that the next man 
to come to the plate is going to throw away his 
bat and go back to the dugout. ~ 


Everybody is dangerous in a World Series. 
In our fourth garie I have heard that Casey 
should have walked Ed Mathews before he hit 
the homer. Why? To pitch to Hank Aaron? There 
was only one out. We had to begin to get some- 
body out right then. 

Aaron is one Brave who has been just as diffi- 
cult to figure as we had anticipated. I know Ted 
Williams is the best hitter in basebal! but Aaron 
has that quick wrist action too, with power. 
There is no sure way to pitch to an Aaron, or 
shift .or him, because he is quick enough with a 
bat to catch almost any kind of pitch and hit it 
pretty good. 

A fellow like Aaron can hit .500 in a short 
Series. That’s why we Yankees miss Bill Skow- 
ron so much. Skowron also can hit .500 over a 
short stretch, if he is hot. Skowron will hit at 
anything as Aaron does, but Bill simply over- 
powers a pitch—any pitch. He hits with power 
to all fields, and infielders hate him, because he 
is liable to take them by surprise with a shot 
that is too difficult to handle. | 

I think we are hurt more because Skowron 
hasn’t played than we are because of my injury. 
I haven’t been a terrific World Series player, 
But I know Skowron can murder any kind of 
pitching when he is in one of his streaks. 

All of us Yankees have had mail, telegrams 
and phone calls from our fans, and we want 
to thank them for their good wishes and assure 
them that nothing has happened to the Yankee 
spirit. We have always found somebody to win 
for us when we had to win, and that is the way 
it will be in this Series.

Swiss Banks Bare 
A Racketeer Haven 


By LESLIE GOULD 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8—The Swiss banks have acted 
none too soon in clamping down on the use of secret 
numbered accounts by Americans. | 

Now it is coming out that not only proxy raiders on American 
companies and American tax dodgers, but racketeers and operators 
in dope in this country have been hiding behind the numbered ac- 
counts.

This column first exposed the operators 
through Swiss banks of the proxy raiders and 
tax dodgers. At the same time it was pointed out 
that international dope peddlers and interests 
from behind the Iron Curtain also could use the 
Swiss banks to cover up their.operations in this 
country. 

A notorious underworld figure—Harry Strom- 
berg, alias Nig Rosen—and his chief lieutenant 
have surrendered to federal authorities on charges 
of operating an international dope syndicate. 

, The interesting angle to this case is that fed- 
a ae & eral agents charge the syndicate used numbered 
Leslie Gould accounts in Swiss banks to cover up the transfer 

of large sums of money for the purchase of dope abroad. This 
slope, the government charges, was smuggled into this country. 

ATICK TO SECRECY 


The Swiss banks have steadfastly refused to disclose the identity 
of their depositors and their customers. They stuck to that policy 
of secrecy in this case, according to government agents. 

The Swiss are making no change in this respect on any of their 
numbered accounts, so it is still possible for any interests—stock 
market manipulators, tax dodgers, racketeers and Communists—to 
use their facilities. 

They have made a couple of concessions as a result of the pub- 
licity they have received as to the stock market operators and proxy 
raiders. Under a voluntary code, the Swiss banks promise under 
no circumstances will shares in American corporations held in bank 
names be voted except for existing company managements. This is 
aimed at stopping use of the bank facilities and credit for proxy raids. 


70 PER CENT MARGIN 


Another concession is to require for purchase of American se- 
curities the same margins as U.S. banks, which is 70 per cent of 
the purchase price. Until now, it was possible for a proxy raider or 
any American market operator to get margins as low as 10 per cent. 
That is the operator could get 90 per cent credit—put up only 10 
per cent of the purchase price against 70 per cent here. 

The banks also promise to discourage use of their facilities 
by American tax dodgers. That would seem to require evidence that 
any customer subject to U.S. income taxes was reporting such in- 
come to the U.S. Treasury. 

The Swiss banks are not the only foreign ones carrying on these 
kind of highly lucrative, to them, but questionable deals. Other 
places where the international market manipulators and racketeers 
can find financial accommodations include Lebanon which has 29 
banks, Tangier, Curacao, Lichtenstein and, to a small extent, Monaco.

There’s not enough of it to cover anybody 
or anything. If you pull it up here, you're sticking out there. 
And any way you look at it, something’s going to be left out in 
the cold! 

That’s why I have developed a regrettable, unsociable-seeming 
impulse to hang back and drag my feet when anybody asks me 
to go to a meeting, take a trip or go to a party. All these things 
are pleasant, I concede; Some are even worthwhile, some can 
be construed as your duty and many are downright necessary. 
But oh, the hunk they take out of that blanket! 


“And yet, the people you meet and the fun you have when you 
are pulled out of your regular orbit. I didn’t volunteer to go to 
Rockmart the other night to make that talk in honor of National

Doors 
are closed against the evening chill, the children are no longer 
barefoot, women wear sweaters when they go out in the yard and 
to the clothesline. Plumes of smoke rise from chimneys, the first 
fireplace fires of the season. 


Of course, picture windows are a great boon to the Peeping 
Tom-type traveler. You don’t even have to slow up much to be 
able to peer right into the heart of a household and see the man 
and the children gathered around the blue eye of the television 
set in the living room and the woman busy in the kitchen stirring 
something at the stove. Of course, it helps te slow down because 
then you can get a whiff of what’s cooking and know for sure 


| whether they’re having fried ham or country-fried steak for supper. 


The new trend toward kitchens on the front of houses is also 
a help to the traveling public. But I wondered as I gazed in win- 
dows, past the plants and the flowered curtains over the sink and 
into the polished wood cupboards, which now seem to abound, 
where does she hang her wet mop to dry, where is the garbage 
can and the stack of old newspapers and the left-over paint and 
soaking brushes and the basket of unironed clothes? Having a 
kitchen on the front of the house, as public as*a department store 
display window, must take it out of a housewife. All those deci- 
sions about putting up things promptly and neatly and no back 
gallery, safely hidden from company, to catch the overflow of 
odds and ends and the unclassifiable. 

Moonlight bathed the world when we came home and many 
houses were closed and dark. You could see a child’s bicycle left 
at the steps, a solitary garment still and silvered on the line. 
Without knowing any of the people in any of the houses you feel 
that you have visited them and are, in a way, kin.

LONDON,Oct. 8—Outside of 
her immediate family, the per- 
son closest to Queen Elizabeth 
Il is a small, lively woman 
named Miss MacDonald. 

Hired as a temporary nursery 
maid when the Queen was six 
weeks old, she has made a life- 
time career of her royal job. 
Where once she managed 
diapers, she now manages the 
royal wardrobe in the position 
of the Queen’s personal maid. 

Nicknamed “Bobo” by the 
young Princess Elizabeth, she 
has been ‘‘Bobo” ever since to 
the entire family. To members 
of the Queen’s domestic staff, 
she is always Miss MacDonald 
and enjoys an exalted seniority 
in the servant hierarchy. 


CALLS QUEEN “LILIBET” 

She is practically the only 
nonfamily person who is allowed 
to call the Queen by her baby 
name, “Lilibet.”’ 

Members of the palace staff, 
speaking off the record, consider 
Miss MacDonald a rather pep- 
pery tyrant, but admit that on 
the job she is efficiency personi- 
fied. 

Her job is not an easy one. 
Not only does she manage all 
the usual duties of a personal 
maid, but she must oversee the 
Queen’s wardrobe and arrange 
the packing and shipping of the 
royal luggage every time the 
Queen moves. 

On a state visit, the Queen will 
often change clothes four times 


a day. To facilitate this, each 
vutfit is packed with its acces- 
sories in a separate suitcase. 


The Queen’s maroon leather- 
covered luggage is in strange 
shapes and sizes, and some 
pieces are venerable and bat- 
tered indeed, 

Hand-me-downs or heirlooms, 
depending on how you look at it, 
the luggage is all tagged sim- 
ply “The Queen.” Ball dresses, 
packed flat, occupy the queen- 
size, six-foot valises. Hats travel 
in great square containers; um- 
brellas in great oblong ones. A 
small squat square case con- 
tains the Queen’s special blend 
of tea.
